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‘POLITIOAL INSTITUTIONS IN EGYPT’ 


Mr. Fox Bourne, in his recently published 
pamphlet entitled “Political Instit. tions | 
Egypt’ has aevoted himself for the 


in 
greater 
and re- 
ports which have been written on the subjects 
which he divided under the sub-heads of : ‘By- 


gone Institutions and their Survivals;” ‘The 


National Awakening," “Boropean Interven. 
tion; ” and “ Reformers and Rebels,” and 
though the generality of bis remarks are writ 

ten with evident kn wledge, and with a fluen 

ey of style which blends quotations and 
criticisms ip a distinctly locid manner, it can 

not be gaid that he bas thrown any new light 
upon the phases of history through which 
Egypt hag passed, nor do the arguments with 
which he strives to convince us of the gover: 

ing powers of the Egyptian strike us as being 
particularly convincing. Let us take tor instance 
the paragraphs on the first page, when in com 

menting upon an extract from a report of Lord 
Cromer which was written shortly before his 
retirement, Mr. Fox Bourne asserts that ‘‘' 
cause the Egyptiaus have been a subject race 
for centaries past, it cannot honestly be sair 
that therefore it is their duty to remain for 
ever a subject race, and the duty as well 
the right of their present race of alien rulers 
to keep them in subjection.” Surely thie is ar, 
assertion of a somewhat “cheap” nature, and 
one which would rather incline the reader to 
the idea that the writer Was merely one of the 
numberless writers on the same subject, who 
strive to attract attention to the cause they 
would promote by an heroic appeal to the 
gallery. We must, however, admit that with 
this exception the author has jealoasly gearded 
his pen from lapses of a similar nature, with 
the result that the pamphlet offers a collec 

tion of readable, if not particularly instractive, 
matter. Mr. Bourne,after questioning the state 
ment of Lord Cromer that “the growth of 
Egyptian Nationalism is a plant ofexotic rather 
than of indigenous growth” with an assertion that 
“but for the vocupation of Egypt by the British 
orderly and effective self-governing institations 
would have resulted long ere this”, takes a 
backward flight into the past and proceeds to 
dilate upon the conditions prevailing under 
the ancient rule of misrale of the Mamelukes, 
and points out that Arab cultare even in those 
‘Inglorious centuries” retained mach of its 
power in the land, a statement which is un- 
doubtedly true, and one which has never been 
questioned, but is nevertheless no argumeut as 
to the Administrative powers of the people, 
culture in itself being very far removed from 
that combination of strength and insight which 
is an essential to successful Government. After 
briefly commenting upon the conditions ander 
which the country laboured from these early 
periods, down to the time of Ismail, the aathor 
pauses in a partial defence of the various 
accus&tions against Ismail of extravagance 
and oppression which have been accorded to 
him, urging that “neither Ismail’s ruin, nor 
Egypt's, could have been as grave and dis- 
astrous as both were, had the culprits not been 
encouraged and supported by European 
Governments ; though in the next paragraph 
we find the statement that the “country had 
not only benefitted by the Suez Canal, and the 
irrigation and other public works, but it had 
also indirectly profited by the financial pro- 
fligacy of Ismail and his forerunners.” 

It is certainty true that there have been 
individual endeavours to raise the country oat 
of the lethargy of previous centuries, and what- 
ever may have been the desires of Ismail, 
among others who have striven to attain this 
end, it cannot be said that their efforts have 
been crowned with any marked measure of 
success, the Chamber of Notables appointed by 
Khedivial decree as recently as in 1866, being, 
as Mr. Bourne himself admits, farcical. It was 
only after the sixth electiou that a knowledge 

t reading and writing was icluded as @ neces- 
| sary condition to election. Iu dealing with the 
| financial embariasmeut ot the country, brought 
about by what the author terms “European 
intervention,” he admits that Ismail was in the 
first place responsible for the state of affairs 
which existed, and though it is probable that 
the situation was hastened in its adversity by 
a certain number of European financiers, the 
fact remains that had it not been for the 
previous maladministration of the country, 
such a state of affairs would have been render. 
ed, if not impossible, at least one which would 
have afforded fewer opportunities for the grab- 
| bing which Mr. Bourne alleges took place about 

that time. On the accession ot Tewfik Pasha, 
but very little time elapsed belore the Khedive 
broke away from the attempt at constitutional 
which had been made, on the

representation were utterly unauited to the 


country’ and though discontent bordering upon 


rebellion was prevalent among certain classes, 
it was rather on account of the hardships 
which bad been inflicted upon them by the 
premature collection of taxes and otherwise, 
rather than the desire to share in the governing 
of their country which bad led up te this state 
of feeling. And so it has been all through ; 
either an individual personality has arisen 
‘and striven to wake the populace into desire 


for the reforms and advantages of constitutional

Yet of 
these men are now to receive a free 4 
althongh in the same cable to Sir Edward 
(irey, Mr. Findlay declared that “premeditat- 
ion and concerted action were clearly esta 
blished by the evidence, as was also the fact 
that the blows which he received acted as a

Mr. Bernard Shaw on the other hand says, 
‘The officers had given outrageous provocation ; 
and they bad shewn an amiable but disastrous 
want of determination and jodgment in deal- 
ing with the riot they provoked. They should 
have been severely reprimanded and informed 
that they had themselves to thank for what 
happened to them ; and the villagers who 
assaulted them should have been treated with 
leniency, and assured that pigeon shooting 
would not be allowed in future.” 

The points of view of the English officials in 
Egypt and of their critics in England are 
diametrically opposed. If it was “a perfectly 
fair trial and the sentences were just and 
necessary,” as Lord Cromer states, it is extra- 
ordinary that such clemency as a free pardon 
should be given to these men after only eight- 
een months’ imprisonment. If the views of 
Mr. Wilfrid Seawen Blunt and Mr. Bernard 
Shaw are correct, this act of clemency, al- 
though tardy, is fully jastified. 

The dilemma is obvious. However in argu- 
ing on Egyptian matters it must always be 
borne in mind that the inoonceivableness of 
the vontradictory of a proposition is never a 
mark ofits truth.

EXECUTION IN ALEXANDRIA. 


s+ MINUTES’ AGONY. 

This morning at the Hadra prison, Alex: 
andria, the execution took place of the two 
brothers Muamen and Abouchanak Minis who 
were recently convicted of the murder of Sahb 
Mikhail, omdeh of Besentawi, Mansour Serjus, 
and Mobamed Aly. Those who attended the 
execution were Miralai Hopkinson Bey, the 
Sub-Governor, Captain Safwat, and several 
representatives of the Press. 

Our representative informs us that the death 
of Abouchanak Minis only occurred 8$ minutes 
after hanging, while bis brother's life was 
prolonged 7 minutes beyond the time that the 
noose was tightened round his neck Into such 
an accusation of gross inhumanity (we do not 
refer to capital punishment itself but to its 
method of execution), and we can apply no 
milder term, we must denand a strict inquiry. 
The law bad ordered a punishment of death, 
but when such a sentence is pronounced it 
tnust be carried out in such a way that the 
condemned suffers the minimum of agony which 
such a terrible termination of life must entail 
We trust that a strict investigation will be 

par 1ute the way in which executions are 
carried out in Egypt.

PORT SAID COALING. 


To tue Eprror or rue ‘“‘Koyprian Gazerre.” 


Sir: For the second timein the last few 
months, there is a prolonged strike among the 
coaling Arabs, cansing the utmost incoave 
nience and seriovs delay to the steamer traffic, 
the ships having to coal with their own crews. 
Contractors cannot stick indefinitely to old 
customs or they lose efficiency. Twenty or even 
15 years ago Port-Said was one of the fast 
coaling ports of the world, bat a0 0ne would 
so consider it now. Besides agitators there are 
two fundamental reasons for the labour trouble 
—the greater increased cost of food, ard 
demand for labour all over Egypt. 

In some rough water ports coal can only 
be worked by hand labour, but in the smooth 
water of Port Said the time has arrived for 
substituting mechanical appliances, of which 
there are many. Scores of men would then be 
required instead of the some 2,000 at present 
employed. Unfortunately it is not the ocoal 
firms who directly suffer, but the steamers— 
their customers, who must take coal quickly 
or slowly. Were the suffering and loss trans- 
ferred to the proper shoulders we would soon 
see appliances in use and an end of this rot 
and lethargy.

ENGLISH OOMPANIES IN EGYPT.

BURGLARY AT ALEXANDRIA. 


A daring borglary was effected yesterday 
evening at 9 o'clock in the Ramleh Boulevard, 
Alexandria. A Berberin entered the offices of 
Mr Zouro, the late member of the Alexandria 
Municipal Commission, by means of a key, 
which had been stolen from the ofhee some 
days ago. After effecting an entry. he closed 
the door and made towards the safe, where the 
valuables of Mr Zouro are usually stored. He 
tried to open the safe by means of some tools 
he carried with him for the purpose. But since 
the theft of the key the chief boab of the 
establishment slept in the office and he was 
awakened by the noise. The robber lit a watch 
to see who was in the room anda struggle 
ensved between the two men. The other bow- 
abs in the house, hearing the shouts for as- 
sistance, rushed in and bound the burglar, and 
then waited for three quarters of an hour as 
not asingle policeman or ghaffir could be found 
in the Boulevard de Ramleh, although it is 
one of the main arteries of Alexandria traffic. 
They at last succeeded in getting an officer 
and some policemen to put in an appearance 
by telephoning to the police station. The en- 
quiry, which is being made into the antece- 
dents of the man and to discover if he had any 
accomplices, shows that he is a professional 
burglar. It is considered that he mast have 
had accomplices, who stole the key, which 
disappeared on the very day that a large sum 
of money was received by Mr. Zouro from a 
bank.

EGYPTIAN COTTON AND SHIP CANAL 


The “Liverpool Journal of Commerce” of the 
18th inet. says :-— 

ea import of cotton direct in Manchester 
for past week has shown some slight ex 
pansion, the increase being in Egyptian cotton, 
in which quite a large direct trade has grown 
up between Alexandria and Manchester. The 
Customs entries show 25,095 bales as passing 
inwards against 21,283 bales a week ago, and 
consisting of 13,584 bales American against 
15.996 last week and 11,561 bales Egyptian 
against 5,257 last week, and compared with 
same week in 1906 when 22,498 American and 
5,880 Egyptian came to hand, and in 1905, 
13,494 American and 7.000 Egyptian being 
received. The present American crop is, of 
course, a materially later one, but the quanti 
ties afloat from Gulf of Mexico and Atlantic 
cotton ports compares favourably with previous 
years, 41,200 being advised against 43,5(X) 
same time last year and 41,200 in 1905. Of 
Egyptian on passage, 18,850 bales are At pre 
sent at sea direct to Manchester, against 
22,600 bales in 1906 aud 13,303 bales in 1905, 
so that with the increased quantity arnved,
